Demented Woman Burned to Death. 


South Bend, Ind.. Aug. 7.—As a re- 
sult of a gasolino fire, Mrs. E. H. 
Denzlow, demented, was burned to 
death, H. E. Denzlow and Mrs. Eu- 
gene Balfour were 
probably fatally 
burned, and Mrs, G, E. Hunt and her 
child were 
seriously burned, Mrs. 
Denzlow, taking advantage of a tem- 
porary release 
from her husband's 
watchfulness, poured gasoline on the 
parlor carpet and applied a match. She 
was immediately enveloped in flames. 
The others were burned while trying 
to rescue the burning woman. 


Charlotte, N. 0., Aug. 7.—A mob of 
1000 determined men forcibly entered 
the Rowan county Jail nt Salisbury, 
removed therefrom three of the eiie 
negroes charged with tho murder of 
the Lyerly family at Barber Junction, 
July 13, and lynched them. 
Nms6 
and John Gillespie and Jack Dilling- 
ham. supposed to be the principals in 
that Clime, were tho victims of mob 
vengeance. 
The remaining 
negroes. 
Henry Lee, George Ervin and Bella 
Dillingham, were not molested, and 
later oincers hurried them away to 
Greensboro. 


The mob began gathering at sun- 
down. 
Mayor Boyden promptly or- 
dered the saloons closed, and with 
other 
prominent 
oltizens. 
United 
States Senator Overman, Judge Long, 
who was holding the special term ol 
court to try tho negroes, and Solicitor 
Hammer, gathered on the Jail atepa 
and addressed the crowd, which at that 
time numbered 2000. Thero were hoots 
and catcalls from the mob, but for a 
timo there was no move—tho 
mob 
lacked a leader. 
While citizens were 
appealing to the mob two men slipped 
through the crowd and were entering 
tho Jail with hammers. They were dls* 
covered and arrested. Mayor Boyden 
called upon the local military com- 
pany, the Rowen Rifles, for aid. They 
assembled quickly, but were supplied 
only with blank cartridges, having no 
orders to shoot to kill. Fireman Mc- 
London, of Charlotte, a Southern rail- 
way employe, was shot In the stom- 
ach by a bullet said to have been llred 
by a member of the mob. He was fa- 
tally wounded. Will Troutman, a ne- 
gro drayman, was also seriously shot 
at about the same time. 


At 10 o'clock there was a great stir 
In the mob. which had been augment- 
ed by fully 500 men, who came, It la 
said, from Whitney. It was but a few 
minutes after their arrival when a 
crowd of 50, forming a sort of flying 
wedge, made a break for the Jail 
doors, overpowered the ofllcera and ef- 
fected an entrance. The great crowd 
outside surged In behind the leaders, 
and in a few momentjs more emerged 
from tho door with their victims. 


The negroes wore quietly marched 
northward toward Spencer, but a hall 
was made at Henderson's ball grounds 
In the odge of the town. There tho ne- 
groes wore given time to confess the 
crime. 
They refused to either deny 
or confess, and were so thoroughly

Scranton, Aug. 6.—Clarence D. Simp- 
son, senior partner In the firm of Simp- 
son & Watklns, the coal operators, ol 
this city, gave out complete details of 
the organization of an 
000,000 corpo- 
ration known as the Pennsylvania, 
Beech Creek and Eastern Coal and 
Coke company, 
which has acquired 
control of 44 western 
Pennsylvania 
soft coal mines and a number of coke 
interests and some electric light and 
water companies, In a number of which 
Simpson and Watklns held a controll- 
ing interest. 


The company controls approximately 
125,000 acres of coal lands containing 
over 900,000,000 tons of coal, with 44 
going coal mines, over 1000 coke ovens, 
1000 private railroad cars, extensive 
docks at Port Liberty, N. J., and th» 
business already established In dis-

vania, 
New York, 
New Jersey and 
New England.

I sat down in the desert with Ab-

Abderah and myself, 
into the very Valley of the

"It is exactly a year to-day," began 


Adberab, the prince of his clan, 
"since Zara. the Beautiful, gave up 
the ghost, and at every annlx-ersary 
thereof. I must tell my story or die.

vrish to die. There is a beauty of 
earth it is like unto fagots under the 
caldron of passion. like red wine in 
the cup, like fitful fever in the blood. 
It is a glittering and sudden tiger, 
that fever, that springs upon its prey 
vehemently, feeding thereupon in the 
jungle of home. There is a beauty 
of hell, and it stings while it fascin- 
ates—stings scorpion like, fascinat- 
ing, 
serpent like, with sinuous, 


loathsome, devilish fascination. This 
last was the beauty of Zara, the 
Beautiful; and it stung me. fascin- 
ated me—fascinated me though I 
hated, stung me though I loathed. 


"Xow I think of it, I fancy the 


creature's fascination was in that 
devilish eye of hers. It was—I recol- 
lect it distinctly—it was small, scin- 
tillant, and shot sudden, furtive rays 
at its victim; lurid, without white, 
and all a single round, devilish 
pupil; 
bulbossly 
prominent with 


livid lids, and almost lashless edges; 
oddly beautiful, strangely fascinat- 
ing, intoxicating as the eye of an 
Houri. 


"This was Zara's eye, and it fas- 


rinated me with an unnatural fascin- 
ation. I saw it day and night; and 
the fever of its sting I mistook for 
passion, though pasisoa it was not. 
It was the ain rab that I pursued to 
s.n evil destiny. 


"There is an imp of the perverse," 


Abderah went on, his words rattling 
like dry leaves in his parched throat, 
"an imp of the perverse, which has 
more hand in human affairs than hu- 
manity in general would be willing 
to acknowledge. 


"It is the logical basis of all trag- 


edy, the prompter of all suicide, the 
demon of all that is terribly inex- 
plicable, as well as of all that Is ab- 
turdly comical in human action. In 
it* play It is comedy, and you laugh; 
la its serious moods It is tragedy, 
often «o original, no motiveless, no 
apparently pat of mere whim, that 


you stare haggard with horror, yel 
fascinated as you stare. It is eithei 
a Puck or a Mephistopheles latent 1« 
in every human heart—either danc- 
ing baboon or omnivorous hyena, ac 
may suit the whim of the hour. 


"Have you ever been tempted to 


swallow poison simply because you 
knew It would nill you, and for no 
other reason? Have you never been 
taken with an almost uncontrollable 
impulse to hurl yourself from a prec- 
ipice simply because you must not, 
and because you must not, therefore, 
you -would? 
Have you never done 


this or that, done it suddenly, mo- 
tivelessly, involuntarialy, simply be- 
cause you did not wish and would 
not have done it for all the world? 
Have you never pursued a pet pro- 
ject, toiled ceaselessly day and night 
unto an end, only to spurn it with 
your foot at the instant of realiza- 
toin, simply because so to spurn it 
was to spite yourself utterly? Have 
you never ascended to dizzy heights j 
and kicked away the ladder at the j 
last moment just because it might | 
prevent all human succor, because, i 
in a word, for that very reason you | 
did it? 
If you have not yeu are 


more or less than human. And this 
imp of the perverse the presence of 
some people seems to enrage even to 
demoniac desperation, while, in the I 
presence of others, it slumbers, at j 
least comparatively. 


"In this lies the secret of my es- 


pousal of Zara of the desert. 
I did 


not love her; did not even respect 
her; wedded her, nevertheless, not 
because I willed to wed her involun- 
tarily, but because, with an uncon- 
trollable perversity, I was impelled 
to wed her against my will. A para- 
dox, to b<§ sure—but then man is a 
paradox, the one wing of which is 
human, and the other devil. So par- 
adox let it be. She stung the imp of 
the perverse, the latent devil in me, 
into horrible activity; and, for the 
time, quite against my will. I did, 
with seeming deliberation, exactly 
what I would not have done for my 
soul. 


"There was one other peculiarity 


about Zara, the Beautiful, which has 
had some hand in convincing me of 
a certain, non-humanity on her part. 
There is about every person, human- 
ly considered, a certain atmospheric 
something, a personal aroma, so to 
speak, which is inseparable from the 
notion of presence; and if your sense 
of odor is acute, you will be able to 
detect a certain individuality of 
something akin to perfume, a sort 
of odorless perfume of violets to the 
oppressive, oozy atmosphere of the 
upas, are just as indicative of per- 
sonal idiosyncrasies as appearance 
and manner may be supposed to be. 


"About the creature that I wedded 


there was nothing of this kind. 
Cool, aromaless, bloodlessly cadav- 
erous, the secret of her fascination 
was located in something akin to 
metallic glitter of p'resence—akin to 
the writhing, glittering crawl of the 
adder, akin to the hacking inhumani- 
ty of the laughter of a parrot- 


"A mask of a woman, merely," 


Abderah continued, the words rat- 
tling from his throat with accurately- 
pointed and terrible vehemence; "a 
mask of a woman, mereiy a devilish 
donvlno. 
I vredded the 
low-born 


Zara of the desert, who came and 
went at whim, as one having no 
home upon the earth; and for a brief 
year only she queened it, the gayest 
of the gay, the merriest of the inerry, 
the profanest of the profane. 
It 


was a ghastly day, the day that I led 
her to the palace of my race, a 
day ominous of pestilence and of 
sudden and epidemic death. 
Lurid 


and terrible wojiders were in the 
heavens, like those which have lured 
our feet into the Valley of the Dry 
Bones; and stifling and hyena-like 
siroccos pursued the travellers of the 
desert with devilish instinct, throt- 
tling them while caravans together.

THAT

SHOULD FUEL GIVE OUT. 


U«e of 
the Wind* and V/avcs—Five 


Principal Water-Power Regions 
in 


This Country—Sun 
May Be a Fu- 
ture Source of Supply. 
The possible 
exhaustion 
of 
the 
world's fuel supply in the near future 
has brought to the front the question 
of what natural sources of energy 
may be relied upon when this stage 
is 
reached. 
Already 
water-power, 
wind-power,, tidal-power» 
and 
solar 
energy are being utilized on a large 
scale In many ways; but of these, 
the most reliable source of power in 
the United States Is the water-fall. 


There are 
five 
principal 
water- 
power regions in our country. 
Men- 
tion must be first made of the New 
England area, which is most develop- 
ed and has natural advantages 
in 
lakes, capable of 
large 
storage—a 
situation almost exacted by the heavy 
rainfall of forty inches per annum. 


The Appalachian power area, 
as 
yet but slightly developed, is a region 
of heavy 
rainfall 
exceeding 
fifty 
inches per annum, and is rich 
in 
streams. 
But there are no lakes to 
store power, and artificial means only 
are within reach. 
Hydraulic enter- 
prise, however, is made possible by 
the great slope of the area tov/ard 
the sea. 


The Great Lake region is not very 
promising unless artificial damlng is 
resorted to* but the tendency is to 
reduce t h ^ a k e level by canals, and 
no water-ficad of any magnitude can 
be depended upon.. 


The 
fourth 
region 
is the Rocky 
Mountain area^ which contains some 
gi-eat power districts. 
Near 
Great 
Salt Lake the head is unusually high, 
and has allowed for special power de- 
velopment. 


Finally, there is the Pacific Coast 
area lying along the S i e r r a s — r u n n i n g 
north and south—and already the seat 
of great 
industrial 
establishments 
utilizing the high water heads. 
It 
has played an enormous part in elec- 
trical 
power 
development, 
although 
the storage of water was an artificial 
process. 


In discussing water-power it is to 
be hoped that at 1.1 horse-power per 
acre-foot 
of 
stored 
water under an 
effective head of 500 feet, a 1000 acre- 
pond, stored 10 feet deep would pro- 
duce 5,5000,000 horse-power, or would 
run a 200-kilowatt electrical station. 
In a district of fifty inches per a n n u m , 
rainfall—as in the Appalachian dis- 
trict—if the water could be properly 
handled, it would only require 5000 
acres of water shed to keep a 1000 
acre-pond full. 


Tidal power is to be considered as 
a possible extensive source of energy 
and at present there, are tidal mills at 
favorable spots along the coast. The 
problem here is mainly the effective 
storage of the power. 


Wave motors have been occasional- 
ly used, but the power is irregular 
and obtainable only cti a small scale. 


Wind-power, from its general dis- 
tribution, 
is a 
far more 
valuable 
source of energy than tides or waves. 
The chief objection to it lies In the 
uncertainty of the amount, and the 
variable speed of the 
motor. 
The 
average velocity of the wind is low, 
being in most places from five to 
ten miles per hour, corresponding to 
a wind pressure of two to eight ounces 
per square foot, -a quantity of little 
value 
in 
motor 
operation. 
Where- 
however, the velocity approaches fif- 
teen -miles per hour, power generation 
will 
repay 
the installation of 
ma- 
chinery. 


Eliminating the winds, the chief 


available source of energy on a large 
scale other than hydraulic is solar 
radiation. 
Its full mechanical equiva- 
lent is something like 10,000 horse- 
power per acre of surface exposed to 
the perpendicular rays of the sun. 
Outside of the 
temperate 
regions, 
where a low sun excludes this utiliza- 
tion of power, thei^ are 
extensive 
areas where light rainfall and meagre 
hydraulic resources are compensated 
for by strong sunshine; and the whoie 
arid district of the West is a region 
of SO per cent, sunshine, and is won- 
derfully fertile when irrigated. 


The plan for transforming this en- 
ergy is to build a n^irror to heat a 
boiler, and it is a parabolic structure 
of plane i^ectangles so disposed that 
each throws the solar Image fairly 
upon the boiler. 
The heating Is at 
short range, and the apparatus Is in 
fprm something like a huge umbrella 
with silvered glasses o-n the inside 
and a boiler (the very short handle), 
turned always towards the sun. The 
reflector, therefore, is carried on a po- 
lar axis, about which it is automatical- 
ly turned so as to follow the sun. 


Motors cf this sort are not expen- 
sive, and ure made up to fifteen horse- 
power output 
from 
the 
attached 
steam engine; beyond this size it is 
unwieldly. 
It is also capable of use 
for small power purposes. 
If neces- 
sary, a group could be coupled elec- 
trically, so as to furnish power on a 
somewhat larger scale. 
It is really a 
steam plant, with the sun for the fur- 
nace; and the fuel bill is eliminated. 
—Philadelphia Record. 


HYDROPHOBIA IS REAL. 


Dreaded Disease Not a Mere Product 
of 
Imagination. 


That the so-called hydrophobia 
Is 
not a mythical malady, but a terrible 
disease resulting in cases where per- 
sons are bitten by animals afflicted 
with rabies, was the contenUou of 


Dr. M. P. Ravenel at the recent an- 
nual meeting of the State Veterinary 
Medical 
Association. 
Dr, 
Ravenel 
supported his assertions with proof 
furnished by his personal study of 
the disease as bacteriologist of the 
State Veterinary Board and the re- 
searches and 
conclusions 
of 
high 
scientific authorities abroad. 


The medical world has been at log- 
gerheads for years on this subject, 
and some very prominent physicians 
have not only been skeptical on the 
point of hydrophobia, but have even 
scouted the idea of such a disease as 
rabies being prevalent among animals. 
According to Dr. Ravenel, science has 
established 
beyond 
a 
doubt 
that 
rabies 
does exist, and further that 
It Is transmissal from iill*animals to 
man and from man to animals. 


Thus a human being bitten by a 
rabid animal may develop the disease 
known as hydrophobia, and in turn 
could transmit it to another person 
or an ajuimal in the same manner as 
it was acquired. 
The statistics pre- 
sented by Dr. Ravenel showed that 
16 per cent, of all the persons bitten 
develop the disease. 
According 
to 
his observations, which are confirm- 
ed by the studies of other scientists, 
cat bites are more liable to innocu- 
late persons than dog bites. 
There 
are fewer cat bites recorded, however, 
and the dog is regarded as the great 
propegator of the dreadful malady. 


"The bite of the wolf," Dr. Ravenel 
said, " is much more virulent tlutn 
that of the dog, because of tho meth- 
od of attack. 
A wolf leaps for the 
throat or face, where there are the 
greatest number of nerve ends and 
lymphatic glands, which are the most 
favorable centres for the development 
of the disease. 
Fortunately in this 
country 
there is rarely such a thing 
as a wolf bite, but in Eastern Europe 
practically in Russia, a great many 
persons are victims of 
the 
rabid 
brutes. 
It is the bites about the face 
or head that are most dangerous/' 


Dr. Ravenel than cited the 
case 
of a prominent New York physician, 
Dr. H. P. Loomis, who lost his son 
bocause of his skepticism, which led 
him to ignore precautionary measures 
when the young man was bitten by 
a rabid dog. 
Pie stated that the dis^ 
ease might require 40 days for de* 
velopment, 
but 
sometimes 
it 
de- 
veloped in 20 days or thereabouts. 


"When I studied'it aboard at the 
Pasteur Institute there had been otU) 
transmissions of the disease from one 
animal 
to another, 
which 
certainly 
did not confirm the theory that rabies 
is an imaginary disease," Dr Ravenel 
declared. 


Pie stated that the Pasteur treat- 
ment was effective and harmless and 
that Improved methods of diagnosis 
made it possible to accurately deter- 
mine vnthin 24 to 30 hours whether 
an animal that had bitten a person 
was suffering with rabies. . Dr. Rav- 
enel asserted that only an animal af- 
flicted with rabies could transmit the 
disease.—Philadelphia Record.

swim. 
Everywhere 
he 
sees 
only 
wealth and luxury and is given no op- 
porfunity to study the reality. 
His 
only resource is to go away charmed. 
The memory that remains to him is 
like a golden dream. 


On this second visit, he declares,^ 
his eyes were opened. 
He discovered 
that the scenery of the United States 
cannot 
hold a candle 
to that 
of 
Prance; that the much-vaunted Am- 
erican trains do not make as quick 
time 
as those oil the French 
rail- 
roads, and that even the stupendous 
bridges, whose bold outlines have so 
astounded Europeans, are essentially 
lacking in solidity and inimical 
to 
safety.

William J. Smith, of Baltimore, a flag- 


man on the Northern Central Railroad, 
was struck by the locomotive of a freight 
train and instantly killed shortly after S 
o'clock Thursday morning at a point on 
the tracks near Goldstoro. Smith's skull 
was fractured, his neck and left arm 
were broken. The body was tossed along- 
side the rail and was not crushed nor 
were the features disfigured. Smith was 
about 36 years of age. He has a wife 
and several children in Baltimore. 


James Drury, a farmer, was struck by 


a passenger train and killed on the Wes- 
tern Maryland Railroad about 7 o'clock 
Tuesday morning while walking on the 
track a few yards west of Charlton Sta- 
tion, on the Potomac Valley branch. He 
died a few minutes after the engine 
struck him. Drury was walking to the 
station, where he purposed boarding the 
train for Hagerstown. He was somewhat 
deaf and did not hear the train approach. 


Charles Peters, 10 years old, fell be- 


neath the wheels of a heavy wagon on a 
farm near Hiestand Station Tuesday 
afternoon and received injuries that 
csused his death. One of the rear wheels 
of the vehicle passed over the boy's head 
crushing the skull. The fatal accident 
took place at 2 o'clock. The lad accom

Serious Shooting' Affair. 


A shooting affray occurred at Hamp- 


stead Saturday which resulted in serious 
injury to Edward Diehl. a stone-mason 
and bricklayer of that place. The shot 
which wounded him was fired from a re- 
volver by John Esterline, the husband 
of his sistei. A feud has existed be- 
tween the two families for a number of 
years, aud the fracas Saturday was not 
the first in which the two men have en- 
gaged. 


Saturday they engaged in an alterca- 


tion and came to blows. According to 
Esterline's story, Diehl, who is a large 
man, 
being over six feet tall, had him 


on the ground when he, in fear of serious 
injury, fired the shot. The bullet struck 
Diehl in the breast and passed through 
through the chest and into the right arm 
between the shoulder and elbow, shatter- 
ing the bone. After the men had gotten 
to their feet, Diehl, with his fractured 
arm, struck Esterline and knocked him 
down. Esterline is a cigar manufactur. 
er, a comparatively small man and 
match for Diehl physically. 


Diehl was taken to a Baltimore hos- 


pital. His injuries, while severe, are 
not thought to be fatal, as the bullet did 
not touch a vital point. The men are 
about the same age—35 years. Diehl 
has a wife and four children, and Ester- 
line a wife and three children.

A Terrible Occurrencc. 


Thomal Martin, also known as David 
Marshall, met death in a most horrible 
form at the Thomasville limekilns Wed- 
nesday morning, Aug. 1, being roasted to 
death before the eyes of his fellow work- 
men, who were struggling desperately to 
drag him from the opening of a kiln into 
which he had been drawn by the sudden 
settling of a mass of limestone which had 
been dumped into the crater. So firmly 
had Martin become wedged in the open- 
ing that more than an hour's work was re- 
quired before his charred body was secur- 
d. 
Martin was engaged in feeding lime- 
stone into the maw of a kiln, into which 
he and another workman dumped a car- 
load of raw material. The limestone be- 
came jammed before it settled solidly on 
the grates of the kiln, and foreman Miller 
was just shouting a warning to the men 
at the top of the kiln when the mass sud- 
denly began settling. 
Martin had been 
standing fairly in the middle of the mass 
of stone and tho caving-in of the center of 
the pile drew him in to the knees before 
he realized his peril. His shouts for help 
were quickly responded to by fellow 
workmen, who at first tried to pull him 
out by main strength. 


The fires were very hot and tho fumes 
of the superheated limestone proved too 
much for the rescuers, who found that 
Martin was being drawn slowly but sure- 
ly into tho maw of the kiln. 
Chains were 
secured and thrown about Martin's body 
but the united efforts of eight strong men 
were unav^tiling and after six minutes of 
terrible agony, Martin succumbed to the 
deadly fumes arising from the oven and 
the great heat roasted him to death. His 
body was badly charred before the fires 
could be withdrawn, and the other work- 
men toiled for over an hour before they 
could release the body, so tightly had it 
become wedged among the piec^^s of lime- 
stone. 


Martin was about 50 years of age and 
had been in the employ of the quarry 
company since May 24 of this year, ^^oth- 
ing is known of his relatives or homei

A Great Woman Rules China 


MARVELS WORKED BY THE DOWAGER EMPRESS

Six years ago the foreigners living 


in Pekin were in imminent danger of 
annihilation at the hands of a fanati- 
cal horde spurred Into their fury by 
a. savage and heartless ruler, writes 
the Pekin (China) correspondent of 
the New York Sun. It is said of 
her in those days that, while in the 
midst of a social chat, she could, and 
frequently did, without a perceptible 
quiver or change or expression, con- 
sign subjects to the most; horrible 
death, and then proceed with the con- 
versation as though nothing of mo- 
meat had happened. 
If the rumors 


afioat concerning this remarkable wo- 
man, the greatest in Chinese history 
—if not in world history—have any 
foundation, ia fact, Lady Macbeth, 
holding in her white hands the bloody 
dagger, has in her Majesty the Em- 
press Dowager an equal. 


Six years ago death was the pen- 


alty for even associating with a for- 
eigner. A Chinese interpreter who re- 
fused to flee southward from Pekia 
through Honan province with his em- 
ployer started to return to the city. 
The Boxers met him, discovered evi- 
dences of fcis occupation on his per- 
sci!, and hacked him to pieces. 


Six years ago foreign devils and 


their associates were eagerly hunted 
by savages, brandishing swords drip- 
ping with the blood of innocent chil- 
dren, and the pDSsessioa of property 
captured from the ruins of the home 
cf an unfortunate foreign, devil waa 
the cause of great rejoicing and gave 
the possessor immunity from the ma- 
rauding bands who relentlessly obey^ 
ed the commands of a heartless mon- 
arch. 


Six years have worked marvels—if 


the predictions written in. ISOO are 
any criterion—both in regard to the 
Chinese people and ia regard to their 
august ruier, who is no longer looked 
upon as a fiend incarnate, but as 
one of the most capable and diplo- 
matic rulers of the world. 


With the exception of one viceroy 


—possibly one or two others—she was 
the first to realize the seriousness 
of the mistake in 1900, and accord- 
ingly planned for a reconstructive re- 
formation. 
Her task was cne that 


mig~at well stagger the most astute 
statesman. 


Macao, 
Hongkong, 
Wei-hai-wel, 


Tsiag-tau. and Port Arthur were in 
foreign hands; a section of the city 
of Pekin, a mile long and half a mile 
wide, bordering on the Imperial City 
and inside the Tartar "Wall, was 
ceded by the treaty of 1900 to the 
foreign powers then in possession, 
and the same treaty stipulated that 
the foreign powers were permitted 
to station troops both, in legation 
quarters and along the railway to the 
2oast. 


Manchuria and Korea were swiftly 


gliding away ia the embrace of a 
marvellously innocent looking animal. 
The press of Europe clamored for the 
dismemberment of the empire as the 
anly safe solution. 


Apparently undaunted by tie stu- 


pendous task, the Empress Dowager 
begsa laying the foundation for Chi- 
na's future greatness. 
The anti-for- 


eign feeling as such has been gradu- 
ally dying out, with occasional flar- 
iags up in the south of the dying 
embers, and a new and more effective 
programme has taken its place, name- 
ly, that by folio—ing Japan's example 
China is destined to become one of 
the leading nations of the world. 


Accordingly ttere is scarcely a de- 


partment of the Government which 
has not a foreign staff of advisers— 
especially is this true in the casa of 
officials who have not received a 
foreign education. Foreigners are in 
demand as instructors in the colleges 
and universities, and native Chris- 
tians who have received a modern 
education in the mission institutions 
are not sufficient in number to sup- 
ply the demand. 


By imperial edict vast numbers of 


Buddhist temples have been ordered 
to be used for modern public school 
buildings, and in one district the mag- 
istrate issued a circular requesting 
the people to stop spending money in 
foolish worship of idols and instead 
to put the money they are accustomed 
to use in this way into the modern 
public scaool fund. Compulsory edu- 
cation aas been recommended to tlie 
Board o£ Education. 
Reor^Laizatioa 


on modern lines is taking place In 
every department of Government, and 
seacols for the education of girls are 
springing tip in many of the large 
eitias. 


In line "with her policy of adopt- 


ing what is best from foreign coun- 
tries, the High Commissioners have 
been sent abroad to study the science 
of modern government, and upon their 
return it is expected that the draft 
of a constitutional form of govern- 
ment, which has been under process 
of formation for the past two yean, 
will be speedily concluded. 


An even more significant indica- 


tion of the Government's persuasive 
policy has been shown by tie Em- 
press Dowager in encouraging finan- 
cially the establishment of the Union 
Medical College in Pekln, which is 
but one department of a union educa- 


tional institution in North China par- 
ticipated in by all the Protestant mis- 
sion societies in 
Pekin, 
namely. 


Church of England Mission, London 
Mission, Methodist Episcopal Mission, 
American Board Mission, and Pres- 
byterian Mission. At the opening cer- 
emonies, which took place February 
19 last, she sent as her special rep- 
resentative His Excellency Na Tung, 
Generalissimo 
of 
Pekia, 
honorary 


chairman of the occasion. 


Every official beard was represent- 


ed among the twenty or thirty high 
Chinese officials who were present, 
and Wu Ting Fang was doubtless 
responsible for the presence of all th£ 
high officials on the Board of Pun- 
ishments. Among the list of disting- 
uished Chinese we mention the fol- 
lowing: Prince Pu Liin, Jungcmag, 
president of the Board of Education; 
Sun Shou, president of the Board of 
War; General Chiang, Lien Fang, and 
Tong Shao-vi, of the Wai Wu Pu 
(Foreign Office); Wu Ting Fang and 
Hu Yu Fen, Board of Punishments, 
and Sun Chia Nai, the first president 
of the Board of Education. 


For the first time in Chinese his- 


tory imperial recognition was v.n.- 
stintingly given to missionary enter- 
prise—and fully half the number of 
the high officials present drove to 
the hospital in their own foreign car- 
riages. This latter fact is not with- 
out significance when we reflect that 
only two or three years ago one of 
these same officials was reprimanded 
by the Empress Dowager for using 
a means of conveyance that was un- 
known to his ancestors. 


During these days if you pick up 


a dally paper you will notice head- 
lines, "Improvement of Prisons." "A 
New Normal Scaool"—for Chile, un- 
der Viceroy Yuan Shi Kai; "Wireless 
Telegraphy"—for Pekin and Poatiag- 
fu; "Naval Colleges"—to be estab- 
lished at Chefu and Shanghai, with 
preliminary foreign instructors; "Po- 
lice for Urga"—organizing on a mod- 
ern basis. 


Chao Ear Sun. governor-general at 


Mukden, has asked the throne for a 
large corps of foreign educated Chi- 
nese to assist him in the reconstruc- 
tion of the Government in Manchuria, 
and Yuan Shih Kai, China's foremost 
statesman, viceroy-.of Chili province, 
now has an army of 60,000 soldiers 
as a guarantee of peace and protec- 
tion in his province, and the throne 
has ordered the other viceroys to 
follow his example as fast as nossi- 
ble. 


If there is one person in China to- 


day who can be trusted with the 
lives of foreigners, that person is 
Yuan Shih Kai, who ia 1900 main- 
tained peace and absolute safety in 
Kwangtung province while the Boxers 
raged on all sides, and who used his 
foreign drilled soldiers in beaalf of 
the foreigners. Because the Govern- 
ment is in sympathy with such pro- 
gressive men as the viceroy of Chili, 
the powers are gradually becoming 
convinced of China's being able ID 
the near future to maintain her in- 
tegrity. It is this confidence in the 
Government and Yuan Shih Kai that 
caused the diplomatic corps in Pekin 
to recommend the withdrawal of the 
foreign troops stationed in various 
parts of Chili province. 


In the above we have scarcely 


touched upon the actual advancement 
that has been made, but enough has 
been mentioned to convince thoss 
•who are interested that there is much 
to be said that would lead the care- 
ful and candid observer to suspect 
that the commandant in Pekin who 
on a certain night had four sentries 
patrolling around his Quarters, while 
one sentry's post- extended into the 
legation compound, must certainly 
have had visions that were not in- 
duced by a calm study of the situa- 
tion; and yet there is something tak- 
ing place in China which those of a 
nervous disposition regard with no 
small degree of apprehension. 


CUCUMBERS FOR PICKLES. 


Cucumbers for small pickles 
are 


usually la demand in summer.

prepared the fail before it will be tha 
better. Late plants have not the tirae 
to raise a crop of runners and brinj 
them to maturity as they should. It I 
may be necessary to set late, in wac 
case the runners should be allowed i 
to set so thickly. Where one crop 
only is taken from a bed more than 
half its value depends upon the treat- 
ment it receivees before the end of 
the summer. 


YOUR FLOWER GARDEN. 


Keep the weeds down. Remember 


that every weed you allow to grow 
snd form seed will furnish progeny 
enough to fill the entire garden next 
season, and hold steadily to the de- 
termination that not a weed saali es- 
cape your vigilance—and your hoe. 
If plants are thick in the beds thin 
them out at once. Every plant that i 
is not needed there robs the neces- 
sary plants of nutriment that should 
be concentrated on them. 
Do not 


throw away the plants that you pull 
up. Some friend or neighbor may be 
glad to get them. 
If no cne wants 


£hem put them out in a corner by 
themselves and let them furnish a 
supply of fiowers for cutting.—Out- 
ing.

HOT WATER FOR BORERS. 


Water at a temperature of from 130 


to 140 degrees will kill most insects 
and -will not injure vegetable life. 
Acting on tie idea it has been sug- 
gested that hot water be thrown upon 
the tree, of somewhat higher tempera- 
ture than is needed, so as to allow 
for it to cool. 
The difficulty with j 


this plan is that the orifice where the 
•borer eaters is so near the 
ground 


that the soil has to be dug away to 
get under it. A flexible wire can be 
inserted muca more easily than to 
force hot water upwards into the ori- 
fice the borer has mace. The wire 
will also more certainly do its work 
aad by having a carb at the end the 
borer may be withdrawn. But there 
are many places where the hot water 
insecticide may be applied more eas- 
ily and safely than aay other.—G. H.

gardea unlsss bulbs alone are used. 
Slips will not be a success. One must 
begla early and make 
preparations, 


procuring mailing sized plants and 
grow through tee saaimer, says a 
writer in the Economist. 


In most window gardens the ae$io- 


tropa is a complete failure, so is also 
tne hibiscus aad the geranium. There 
are some plants that will grow with 
very little arrlScial heat and others 
require very little sunlight, so if you 
caa give greea house plants, green 
house privileges, it is best to leave 
them alcae aad procure plants that 
will grow and bloom ia the ordiaary 
•window gardea. 
If geraniums 
acd 


chrysanthemums are to fonr a Dart 
of the window garden procure, eariy 
in June and grow through the sum- 
mer. The chrysanthemums can. be se- 
lected so M to give a succession of 
flowers from October until Christmas. 


DUCK-ON-A-ROCK AND EMPEROR. 
| 
Duck-cn-a-rsck is an oil game, but 


j for 
generation after generation 
it 


holds its pliiee in the hearts of the 
boys who know bow to »!av it. Here 
it is now for all of you, and girls 
may become really quite expert :u 
' throwing straight," if they will try 
to play the game, too. 


A large stone with a smooth top is 


chosen for the reek, and each player 
is provided with a stone of the right 
size to be easily held in that hand. 
These are the ducks. 


Draw a line twenty-five to thirty 


feet distant from the rock, according 
to the size of the field played in, and 
back of this line is " home." 
The 


next step in the game is to " pink for 
duck," which consists ia each play- 
er's throwing his stone from "home" 
to the rock. 
The one whose stone 


lies farthest from the rock, when all 
have thrown, is " It." and must place 
his stoae on the rock for the others 
to throw at, 
their object being to 


knock it off. Ke must stand near the 
rock. 


If any player knocks the stone from 


the rock, there must instantly be a 
general stampede for " home." The 
player who is " It" must quickly re- 
place the stone on the rock, and when 
he has done so must try' to touch, 
aay player who has not yet reached 
" home." The one so touched becomes 
" It" and must place his " duck " on 
tae rock to be throwa at, staading 
near by himself. 


Sometimes, if a plaj'er touched by 
" It" is a fleet ruaner, he may be 
able to place his duck oa the rock 
and ran back and touch the former 
" It" before he has had a chance to 
get his stone and run "home;" 
ia 


that ca.se. the fleet ruaaer wias his 
release, aad the former "It" must 
again place his duck on the rock. 


If ao stoae dislodges the duck in 


oae round of play, their owaers for- 
feit them to "It," and terms must be 
made with him to recover them. He 
may comm'aad one to " jump " home, 
which he aiust do with the stoae be- 
tweea his feet, and hop home thus 
burdeaed. Another he may commaad 
to " kick," which is done by workiag 
the stone onto the foot and kicking 
it homeward. 
Or he may command 


oae to " heel," which means to kick 
the stoae home backwards, with the 
heel. 


While these forfeits are being paid 


no one else may go "acme," aad the 
first oae who fails in fulfilling thy 
peaalty and getting his duck home, 
becomes " It." 


Emperor is a game that is played 


ia much the same way as Duck-oa-a- 
Rock, only the emperor is a. woodea 
figure placed oa a post about eighteen 
inches ia height. A-player called the 
Prime Miaiscer stands near it, aad 
the others, each with a ball like a 
croquet ball, try in turn to kaock off 
the Emperor. 


Taa rules ia Duck-oa-a-Rock hold 


good ia this game, all players ran- 
aing home when the Emperor is dis- 
placed, and the Prime Miaister be- 
ing compelled to replace him before 
he runs to touch aaother aad make 
him Prime iliaister. 
A time limit 


might be fixed for this game, aai the 
oae' who has displaced the Emperor 
the greatest number of times, or the 
one who has been Prime Minister the 
least times, may be the visitor, ac- 
cording to 
agreeaieat.—New York

Six years ago the foreigners living 
in Pekin were in imminent danger of 
annihilation at the hands of a fanati 
cal horde spurred into their fury by 
a savage and heartless ruler, Tvrites 
the Pekin (China) correspondent of 
the New York Sun. 
It is said 
of 
her in those days that, while in the 
midst of a social chat, she could, and 
frequently did. without a perceptible 
quiver or change or expression, con- 
sign subjects to the most horrible 
death, and then proceed with the con- 
versation as though nothing of mo- 
ment had happened. 
If the rumors 
afloat concerning this remarkable wo- 
man, the greatest in Chinese history 
—if not in world history—have any 
foundation in 
fact. Lady 
Macbeth, 
holding in her Avhite hands the bloody 
dagger, has in her Majesty the Em- 
press Dowager an equal. 


Six years ago death was the pen- 
alty for even associating with a, for- 
eigner, A Chinese interpreter who re- 
fused to flee southward from Pekín 
through Honan province with his em- 
ployer started to return to the city. 
The Boxers met him, discovered evi- 
dences of his occupation on his per- 
son. ari'd hacked him to pieces. 


Six years ago foreign devils and 
their associates were eagerly hunted 
by savages, brandishing swords drip- 
ping with the blood of innocent chil- 
dren, and the possession of property 
captured from the ruins of the liome 
of an. unfortunate foreign devil was 
the cause of great rejoicing and gave 
the possessor immunity from the ma- 
rauding bands who relentlessly obey- 
ed the commands of a heartless mon- 
arch. 


Six years have worked marvels—if 
the predictions written in 1900 are 
any criterion—both in regard to the 
Chinese people and in regard to their 
august ruler, who is no longer looked 
upon as a fiend incarnate, but 
as 
one of the 
most capable and diplo- 
matic rulers of the world. 


With the exception of one viceroy 
—possibly one or two others—she w^as 
the first to realize the seriousness 
of the mistake in 1900, and accord- 
ingly planned for a reconstructive re- 
formation. 
Her task was one that 
might well stagger the most astute 
statesman. 


Macao, 
Hongkong, 
Wel-hai-weî, 
Tsing-tau, and Port Arthur were in 
foreign hands; a section of the city 
of Pekin, a mile long and half a mile 
wide, bordering on the Imperial City 
and 
inside 
the 
Tartar 
Wall, 
was 
ceded by the treaty of 1900 to the 
foreign powers then in 
possession, 
and the same treaty stipulated that 
the foreign powers were 
permitted 
to station troops both in 
legation 
¡quarters and along the railway to the 
3oast. 


Manchuria and Korea were swiftly 
gliding away in the embrace of a 
marvellously innocent looking animal. 
The press of Europe clamored for the 
dismemberment of thp empire as the 
only safe solution. 


Apparently undaunted by the stu- 
pendous task, the Empress Dowager 
began laying the foundation for Chi- 
na's future greatness. 
The anti-for- 
eign feeling as such has been gradu- 
ally dying out, with occasional flar- 
ings up in the south of the dying 
embers, and a new and more effective 
programme has taken its place, name- 
ly, that by follov/ing Japan's example 
China is destined to become one of 
the leading nations of the world. 


Accordingly there is scarcely a de- 
partment of the Government which 
has not a foreign staff of advisers— 
especially is this true in the case of 
officials who have not received 
a 
foreign education. 
Foreigners are in 
demand as instructors in the colleges 
and 
universities, 
and native 
Chris- 
tians who have received a modern 
education in the mission institutions 
are not sufficient in number to sup- 
ply the demand. 


By imperial edict vast numbers of 
Buddhist temples have been ordered 
to be used for modern public school 
buildings, and in one district the mag- 
istrate issued a circular 
requesting 
the people to stop spending money in 
foolish worship of idols and instead 
to put the money they are accustomed 
to use in this way Into the modern 
public school fund. Compulsory edu- 
cation has been recommendîd to the 
Board of Education. 
Reor^nization 
on modern lines is taking place in 
every department of Government, and 
schools for the education of girls are 
springing up in many of the large 
cities. 


In line with her policy of adopt- 
ing what is best from foreign coun- 
tries, the High Commissioners have 
been sent abroad to study the science 
of modern government, and upon their 
return it is expected that the draft 
of a constitutional form of govern- 
ment, which has been under process 
of formation for the past two yean, 
will be speedily concluded. 


An even jnore significant indict* 
tion of the Government's persuasive 
policy has been shown by the Em- 
press Dowa/Tier in encouraging finan- 
cially the establishment of the Union 
Medical College in Pekin, which 1» 
but one department of & union educs* 


tional institution in North China par- 
ticipated in by all the Protestant inls- 
sion 
societies 
in 
Pekin. 
namely, 
Church of England Mission. London 
Mission, Methodist Episcopal Mission, 
American Board Mission, and Pres- 
byterian Mission. At the opening cer 
emonies, which took place February 
19 last, she sent as her special rep- 
resentative His Excellency Na Tung, 
Generalissimo 
of 
Pekin, 
honorary 
chairman of the occasion. 


Every official board was represent- 
ed among the twenty or thirty high 
Chinese officials who wei'e present, 
and Wu 
Ting Fang was 
doubtless 
responsible for the presence of all the 
high officials on the Board of Pun- 
ishments. 
Among the list of disting- 
uished Chinese we mention the fol- 
lowing: 
Prince Pu Luu. Jungching. 
president of the Board of Education; 
Sun Shou, president of the Board of 
War; General Chiang, Lien Fang, and 
Tong Shao-vi, of the Wal Wu 
Pu 
(Foreign Office); Wu Ting Fang and 
Hu Yu Fen, Board of Punishments, 
and Sun Chla Nai, the first president 
of the Board of Education. 


For the first time in Chinese his- 
tory 
imperial 
recognition 
was 
im- 
sfintingly given to missionary enter- 
prise—and fully half the number of 
the high officials present drove to 
the hospital in their own foreign car- 
riages. 
This latter fact is not with- 
out significance when we reflect that 
only two Or three years ago one of 
these same officials was reprimaivled 
by the Empress Dowager for using 
a means of conveyance that was un- 
known to his ancestors. 


During these days if you pick up 
a daily paper you will notice head- 
lines, "Improvement of Prisons," "A 
New Normal School"—for Chile, un- 
der Viceroy Yuan Shi Kai; "Wireless 
Telegraphy"—for Pekin and Poating- 
fu; 
"Naval Colleges"—to 
be estab- 
lished at Chefu and Shanghai, with 
preliminary foreign instructors; "Po- 
lice for Urga"—organizing on a mod- 
ern basis. 


Chao Ehr Sun, governor-general at 
Mukden, has asked the throne for a 
large corps of foreign educated Chi- 
nese to assist him in the reconstruc- 
tion of the Government in Manchuria, 
and Yuan Shih Kai, China's foremost 
statesman, viceroy^^of Chili province, 
now has an army of 60,000 soldiers 
as a guarantee of peace and protec- 
tion in his province, and the throne 
has 
ordered 
the other viceroys 
to 
follow his example as fast as possi- 
ble. 


If there is one person in China to- 
day -who can be trusted 
with 
the 
lives of foreigners, that 
person 
is 
Yuan 'Shih Kai, who in 1900 main- 
tained peace and absolute safety in 
Kwangtung province while the Boxers 
raged on all sides, and who used his 
foreign drilled soldiers in behalf of 
the foreigners. 
Because the Govern* 
ment is in sympathy with such pro- 
gressive men as the viceroy of Chili, 
the powers are gradually 
becoming 
convinced of China's being able In 
the near future to maintain her in- 
tegrity. 
It Is this confidence in the 
Government and Yuan Shih Kai that 
caused the diplomatic corps in Pekin 
to recommend the withdrawal of the 
foreign troops stationed 
in various 
parts of Chili province. 


In 
the 
above 
we have 
scarcely 
touched upon the actual advancement 
that has been made, but enough has 
been 
mentioned 
to convince 
those 
who are interested that there is mucli 
to be said that would lead the care- 
ful and candid observer to suspect 
that the commandant in Pekin who 
on a certain night had four sentries 
patrolling around his quarters, wbile 
one sentry's post* extended into the 
legation 
compound, must 
certainly 
have had visions that were not in- 
duced by a calm study of the situa- 
tion; and yet there is something tak- 
ing place in China which those of a 
nervous disposition regard with 
no 
small degree of apprehension. 


CUCUMBERS FOR PICKLES. 


Cucumbers for small 
pickles 
are 
usually in demand 
in summer. 
In 
some factories they should run about 
500 hundred to the bushel. 
The main 
point is to watcb the vines and pick 
often, as all overgrown cucumbers are 
throwTi out by those who use them, 
and this may cause a heavy loss to 
the grower. 
An acre of pickles may 
give $100 profit, or much less, accord- 
ing to the management. 


TRY A SEEDLING TREE. 


Almost 
everybody 
has 
planted 
peach stones from 
choice 
market 
fruit and noticed that about four out 
of five of the resulting trees 
bear 
fruit about as good as the original. 
Hence 
a 
seedling tree is worth 
a 
trial. 
But when good budded peach 
trees can be had of regular nursery- 
men for three cents each, it scarcely 
pays to bother with 
home 
raised 
stock whether budded or not budded.

PLANT STRAWBERRIES EARLY. 


"Set strawberry plants as early as 
you can," is the advice of a fancy 
berry grower. 
If the ground can bo 
prepared the fall before it will be the 
better. Late plants have not the time 
to raise a crop of runners and bring 
them to maturity as they should. It 
may be necessary to set late, in which 
case the runners should be allowed 
to set so thickly. 
Wliere one crop 
only Is taken from a bed more than 
half its value depends upon the treat- 
ment it receivees before the ^nd of 
the summer. 


YOUR FLOWER GARDEN. 


Keep the weeds down. 
Remember 
that every weed you allow to grow 
and form seed will furnish pi'ogeny 
enough to fill the entire garden next 
season, and hold steadily to the de- 
termination that not a weed shall es- 
cape your vigilance—and your hoe. 
If plants are thick in the beds thin 
them out at once. Every plant that 
is not needed there robs the neces- 
sary plants of nutriment that should 
be concentrated 
on them. 
Do not 
throw away the plants that you pull 
up. 
Some friend or neighbor may be 
glad to get them. 
If no one wants 
^hem put them out in a corner by 
themselves and let them furnish a 
supply of 
flowers 
for cutting.—Out- 
ing.

HOT WATER FOR BORERS. 


Water at a temperature of from 130 
to 140 degrees will kill most insects 
and will not injure vegetable life. 
Acting on the idea it has been sug- 
gested that hot water be thrown upon 
the tree, of somewhat higher tempera- 
ture than is needed, so as to allow 
for it to cool. 
The difficulty with 
this plan is that the orifice where the 
borer enters is so near the 
ground 
that the soil has to be dug away to 
get under it. 
A flexible wire can be 
inserted much more easily than 
to 
force liot water upwards into the ori- 
fice the borer has made. " The wire 
will also more certainly do Its work 
and by having a barb at the end the 
borer may be withdrawn. 
But there 
are many places where the hot water 
Insecticide may be applied more eas- 
ily and safely than any other.—G. H. 
Sammis in the Epitomist. 


DUCK-ON-A-ROCK AND EMPEROR. 


Duck-on-a-rock is an old game, but 
for 
generation 
after 
generation 
it 
holds its place in the hearts of the 
boys who know how to play it. 
Here 
it is now for all of you, and girls 
may become really quite expert 
nt 
•throwing straight," if they will try 
to play the game, too. 


A large stone with a smooth top is 
chosen for the rock, and each player 
is provided with a stone of the right 
size to be easily held in that hand. 
These are the ducks. 


Draw a line twenty-five to thirty 
feet distant from the rock, according 
to the size of the field played in, and 
back of this line is " home." 
The 
next step in the game is to " pink for 
duck," which consists in each play- 
er's throwing his stone from " h o m e " 
to the rock. 
The one whose stone 
lies farthest from the rock, when all 
have thrown, is " It," and must place 
his stone on the rock for the others 
to throw at, 
their object being to 
knock it off. He must stand near the 
rock. 


If any player knocks the stone from 
the rock, there must instantly be a 
general stampede for " home." 
The 
player who is 
I t " must quickly re- 
place tlie stone on the rock, and when 
he has done so must try^ to touch 
any player who has not yet reached 
" home." The one so touched becomes 
" I t " and must place his " d u c k " on 
the rock to be thrown at, standing 
near by himself. 


Sometimes, if a player touched by 
" I t " is a fleet runner, he may be 
able to place his duck on the rock 
and run back and touch the former 
" I t " before he has had a chance to 
get his stone and run '*home;" 
in 
that case, the fleet runner wins his 
release, and the former " I t " 
must 
again place his duck on the rock. 


If no stone dislodges the duck In 
one round of play, their owners for- 
feit them to "It," and terms must be 
made with him to recover them. 
He 
may comm'and one to " j u m p " home, 
which he must do with the stone be- 
tween his feet, and hop home thus 
burdened. 
Another he may command 
to " kick," which is done by working 
the stone onto the foot and kicking 
it homeward. 
Or he may comman«! 
one to "heel," which meaub to kick 
the stone home backwards, with the 
heel. 


While these forfeits are being paid 
no one else may go "home," and the 
first one who fails in fulfilling thy 
penalty and getting his duck home, 
becomes " It." 


Emperor is a game that is played 
in much the same way as Duck-on-a- 
Rock, only the emperor is a wooden 
figure placed on a post about eighteen 
inches in height. 
A player called the 
Prime Minister stands near it, and 
the others, each with a ball like a 
croquet ball, try in turn to knock off 
the Emperor. 


The rules in Duck-on-a-Rock hold 
good in this game, all players run- 
ning home when the Emperor is dis- 
placed, and the Prime Minister be- 
ing compelled to replace him before 
he runs to touch another and make 
him Prime Minister, 
A time limit 
might be fixed for this game, and the 
one^ who has displaced the Emperor 
the greatest number of times, or the 
one who has been Prime Minister the 
least times, may be the visitor, ac- 
cording 
to 
agreement.—New 
York 
Press,

EARLY PREPARATION FOR 
THE 
WINDOW GARDEN. 


It will not do to wait until fall to 
beein preparations for the 
window 
garden unless bulbs alone are used. 
Slips will not be a success. One must 
begin earjy and make 
preparations, 
procuring 
mailing 
sized 
plants aud 
grow through the summer, 
says 
a 
writer in the Economist. 


In most '^vJndow gardens the helio- 
trope is a complete failure, so is also 
the hibiscus and the geranium. There 
are some plants that will grow with 
very little artificial heat and others 
require very little sunlight, so if you 
can give green house plants, green 
house privileges, it is best to leave 
them alone and procure plants that 
will grow and bloom in the ordinary 
window garden. 
If geraniums 
and 
chrysanthemums are to forn! a part 
of the window garden procure eany 
in June and grow through the sum- 
mer. The chryganthemums can be se- 
lected so as to give a succession of 
flowerg from October until Ciiristmas.

that crime, were the victims of mob 
vengeance. 
The remaining negroes, 
Henry Lee, George Ervin and Bella 
Dillingham, were not molested, and 
later officers hurried them away to 
Greensboro.

States Senator Overman, Judge Long, 
w'ho was holding the special term of 
court to try the negroes, and Solicitor 
Hammer, gathered on the Jail steps 
and addressed the crowd, which at that 
time numbered 2000. There were hoots 
and catcalls from the mob, but for a 
timo there was no move—tho mob 
lacked a leader. While citizens were 
appealing to the mob two men slipped 
through the crowd and were entering 
the Jail with hammers. They were dis 
covered and arrested. Mayor Boyden 
called upon the local military com 
pany, the Rowen Rifles, for aid. They 
assembled quickly, but were supplied 
only with blank cartridges, having no 
orders to shoot to kill. Fireman Me 
London, of Charlotte, a Southern rail­ 
way employe, was shot in the stom­ 
ach by a bullet said to have been fired 
by a member of the mob. He was fa* 
tally wounded. Will Troutman, a ne 
gro drayman, was also seriously shot 
at about the same time. 


At 10 o’clock there was a great stir 
in the mob, which had been augment­ 
ed by fully 500 men, who came, it is 
said, from Whitney. It was but a few 
minutes after their arrival when ft 
crowd of 50, forming a sort of flying 
wedge, made a break 
for 
the 
jail 
doors, overpowered the officers and ef­ 
fected an entrance. The great crowd 
outside surged In behind the leaders, 
and in a few moment« more emerged 
from the door with their victims. 


The negroes were quietly marched 
northward toward Spencer, but a hall 
was made at Henderson's ball grounds 
in the edge of the town. There tho ne­ 
groes were given time to confess the 
crime. 
They refused to either deny 
or confess, and were so thoroughly

The medical world has been at log* 
gerheads for years on this subject, 
and some very prominent physicians 
have not only been skeptical on the 
point of hydrophobia, but have even 
scouted the idea of such a disease as 
rabies being prevalent among animals. 
According to Dr. Ravenel, science has 
established 
beyond 
a 
doubt 
that 
rabies 
does exist, and further that 
it is transmissal from all ^animals to 
man and from man to animals. 


Thus a human being bitten by a 
rabid animal may develop the disease 
known as hydrophobia, and in turn 
could transmit it to another person 
or an ami-mal in the same manner as 
it was acquired. 
The statistics pre­ 
sented by Dr. Ravenel showed that 
16 per cent, of all the persons bitten 
develop 'the disease. 
According to 
his observations, which are confirm­ 
ed by the studies of other scientists, 
cat bites are more liable to innocu- 
late persons than dog bites. 
There 
are fewfer cat bites recorded, however, 
and the dog is regarded as the great 
propegator of the dreadful malady. 


“The bite of the wolf," Dr. Ravenel 
said, “ is much more virulent than 
that of the dog, because of the meth­ 
od of attack.

A Terrible Occurrence. 


Thomal Alartin, also known as David 
Alarshall, met death in a most horrible 
form at the ThomaBville limekilns Wed­ 
nesday morning, Aug. 1, being roasted to 
death before the eyes of his fellow work­ 
men, who were struggling desperately to 
drag him from the opening of a kiln into 
which he had been drawn by the sudden 
settling of a mass of limestone which had 
been dumped into the crater. 
So firmly 
had Alartin become wedged in the open­ 
ing that more than an hour’s work was re­ 
quired before his charred body was secur­ 
ed. 


Alartin was engaged in feeding lime­ 
stone into the maw of a kiln, into which 
he and another workman dumped a car­ 
load of raw material. 
The limestone be­ 
came jammed before it settled solidly on 
the grates of the kiln, and foreman Aliller 
was just shouting a warning to the men 
at the top of the kiln when the mass sud­ 
denly began settling. 
Alartin had been 
standing fairly in the middle of the mass 
of stone and tho caving-in of the center of 
the pile drew him in to the knees before 
he realized his peril. 
His shouts for help 
were quickly responded to by fellow 
workmen, who at first tried to pull him 
out by main strength. 


The fires were very hot and the fumes 
of the superheated limestone proved too 
much for the rescuers, who found that 
Alartin was being drawn slowly but sure­ 
ly into the maw of the kiln. 
Chains were 
secured and thrown about Alartin’s body 
but the united efforts of eight strong men 
were unavailing and after six minutes of 
terrible agony, Martin succumbed to the 
deadly fumes arising from the oven and 
the great heat roasted him to death. His 
body was badly charred before the fires 
could be withdrawn, and the other work­ 
men toiled for over an hour before they 
could release the body, so tightly had it 
become wedged among the pieces of lime­ 
stone. 


Alartin was about 50 years of age and 
had been in the employ of the quarry 
company since Alay 24 of this year. Noth­ 
ing is known of his relatives or home, 
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N o t ic e !

Two old prospectors of my ac­ 
quaintance, have long taken pleasure 
iji relating a ludicrous and yet seri­ 
ous adventure that befell them while 
washing for gold along the coast of 
Sonora, in Mexico, some years ago.

annually. 
The United States takes 
about one-half of the total output,

last 
year 
67,000,000 
pounds valued 
at 
$19,900,000. 
Ten 
years ago rubber was worth about 45 
cents a pound; to-day it brings about 
75 cents a pound. 


South America and Africa are th« 
principal sources of supply, although 
an appreciable quantity is 
obtained 
from other lands. The demand for the 
material arises in large part from its 
special suitability for electrical insula- 
lion, 
Wthin recent years a new and 
ever ncreasing use for it has appeared, 
in the demand for rubber tires foi 
vehicles, notably automobiles. As yeti 
cultivated rubber is a comparatively 
small /actor in the total supply, ami 
it is probable that for many yean| 
the world must depend mainly upon 
the crude methods of the natives oi 
the rubber districts. 


Railway extension in 
Africa

South America will open new regions 
to the industry, but it is doubtful ii 
even then supply will keep pace with 
the need. No substitute has yet been 
found, but a possibility has appeared 
in the guayule plant, with which Am­ 
erican capital is now experiencing in 
Mexico.

WOMEN WORKERS IN JAPAN. 


The 
remarkable 
increase 
during 
the last few years in the number of 
women employed in various branches 
of c o m m e r c ia l life in Japan must be 
regarded as a very significant sign 
of the times. 
Not content with the 
occupations which have alnfost ex­ 
clusively .belonged to females, they 
have new invaded those fields which 
have hitherto been considered as be­ 
longing to the male sex. 
The ex­ 
periment made in the employment of 
women as clerks and bookkeepers 
has been found satisfactory, and we 
now find girls employed by many of 
the firms and stores in Tokio and 
other large cities. 
The employment 
of women in these various directions 
will do much toward emancipating 
the Japanese women, who have until 
now been entirely dependent on men 
for the shaping of their destinies. It 
is only natural, under such circum­ 
stances, that female education should 
engage serious public attention. 
The 
number of girls receiving a school 
education, it is stated, is m>w more 
than eight times the number of those 
at school ten years ago. 
More re* 
markable are the figures given by the 
Tokio Educational Society. 
Fifteen 
years ago the percentage of females 
admitted to the training school for 
teachers was less1 than twenty, as 
compared with the men, but to-day 
the 
rate has 
been 
completely 
re­ 
versed, the number of male appli­ 
cants being now about 15 per cent, 
of the total. 
It is said that women, 
as teachers, are proving themselves 
superior to men, and that there is 
c o n s e q u e n t l y more demand for the 
former than the latter. 
There is no 
doubt that the employment of wo­ 
men in the various branches of busi­ 
ness activity will steadily «increase 
with the advance of education among 
them.—Japan Chronicle.

MARVELS WORKED BY THE DOWAGER EMPRESS 


IN SIX YEARS.

CHILDREN'S DEPARTMENT! 


In 1900 She Was Described as a Fiend In c a rn a te -- Now She Is Leading 


In the Task of Reconstructing the Chinese Nation 
and 


Is 
Foremost in 
Reform 


Six years ago the foreigners living 
in Pekin were in imminent danger of 
annihilation at the hands of a fanati­ 
cal horde spurred into their fury by 
a savage and heartless ruler, writes 
the Pekin (China) correspondent of 
the New York Sun. 
It is said 
of 
her in those days that, while in the 
midst of a social chat, she could, and 
frequently did, without a perceptible 
quiver or change or expression, con­ 
sign subjects to the most horrible 
death, and then proceed with the con­ 
versation as though nothing of mo­ 
ment had happened. 
If the rumors 
afloat concerning this remarkable wo­ 
man, the greatest in Chinese history 
—if not in world history—have any 
foundation in fact, Lady Macbeth, 
holding in her white bands the bloody 
dagger, has in her Majesty the Em­ 
press Dowager an equal. 


Six years ago death was the pen­ 
alty for even associating with a for­ 
eigner. A Chinese interpreter who re­ 
fused to flee southward from Pekin 
through Honan province with his em­ 
ployer started to return to the city. 
The Boxers met him, discovered evi­ 
dences of his occupation on his per­ 
son, ancl hacked him to pieces. 


Six years ago foreign devils and 
their associates were eagerly hunted 
by savages, brandishing swords drip­ 
ping with the blood of innocent chil­ 
dren, and the possession of property 
captured from the ruins of the home 
of an unfortunate foreign devil was 
the cause of great rejoicing and gave 
the possessor immunity from the ma­ 
rauding bands who relentlessly obey* 
ed the commands of a heartless mon­ 
arch. 


Six years have worked marvels—if 
the predictions written in 1900 are 
any criterion—both in regard to the 
Chinese people -and in regard to their 
august ruler, who is no longer looked 
upon as a fiend incarnate, but as 
one of the 
most capable and diplo­ 
matic rulers of the wrorld. 
t 
With the exception of one viceroy 
—possibly one or two others—she was 
the first to realize the seriousness 
of the mistake in 1900, and accord­ 
ingly planned for a reconstructive re­ 
formation. 
Her task was one that 
might well stagger the most astute 
statesman. 


Macao, 
Hongkong, 
Wei-hai-wei, 
Tsing-tau, and Port Arthur were in 
foreign hands; a section of the city 
of Pekin, a mile long and half a mile 
wide, bordering on the Imperial City 
and inside the 
Tartar Wall, was 
ceded by the treaty of 1900 to the 
foreign powers then in possession, 
and the same treaty stipulated that 
the foreign powers were permitted 
to station troops both in legation 
quarters and along the railway to the 
coast. 


Manchuria and Korea were swiftly 
gliding away in the embrace of a 
marvellously innocent looking animal. 
The press of Europe clamored for the 
dismemberment of thp empire as the 
only safe solution. 


Apparently undaunted by the stu­ 
pendous task, the Empress Dowager 
began laying the foundation for Chi­ 
na’s future greatness. 
The anti-for­ 
eign feeling as such has been gradu­ 
ally dying out, with occasional flar- 
ings up in the south of the dying 
embers, and a new and more effective 
programme has taken its place, name­ 
ly, that by following Japan’s example 
China is destined to become one of 
the leading nations of the world. 


Accordingly there is scarcely a de­ 
partment of the Government which 
has not a foreign staff of advisers— 
especially is this true in the case of 
officials who have not received a 
foreign education. Foreigners are in 
demand as instructors in the colleges 
and universities, and native Chris­ 
tians who have received a modern 
education in the mission institutions 
are not sufficient in number to sup­ 
ply the demand. 


By imperial edict vast numbers of 
Buddhist temples have been ordered 
to be used for modern public school 
buildings, and in one district the mag­ 
istrate issued a circular requesting 
the people to stop spending money in 
foolish worship of idols and instead 
to put the money they are accustomed 
to use in this way into the modern 
public school fund. Compulsory edu­ 
cation has been recommended to the 
Board of Education. 
Reorganization 
on modern lines is taking place in 
every department of Government, and 
schools for the education of girls are 
springing up in many of the large 
cities. 
t 


In line with her policy of adopt­ 
ing what is best from foreign coun­ 
tries, the High Commissioners have 
been sent abroad to study the science 
of modern government, and upon their 
return it is expected that the draft 
of a constitutional form of govern­ 
ment, which has been under process 
of formation for the past two years, 
will be speedily concluded. 


An even jnore significant indica­ 
tion of the Government's persuasive 
policy has been shown by the Em­ 
press Dowager in encouraging finan­ 
cially the establishment of the Union 
Medical College in Pekin, which i* 
but one department of & union educa-} 


tional institution in North China par­ 
ticipated in by all the Protestant mis* 
sion 
societies 
in 
Pekin, 
namely, 
Church of England Mission, London 
Mission, Methodist Episcopal Mission, 
American Board Mission, and Pres­ 
byterian Mission. At the opening cer­ 
emonies, which took place February 
19 last, she sent as her special rep­ 
resentative His Excellency Na Tung, 
Generalissimo 
of 
Pekin, 
honorary 
chairman of the occasion. 


Every official board was represent­ 
ed among the twenty or thirty high 
Chinese officials who were present, 
and Wu Ting Fang was doubtless 
responsible for the presence of all the 
high officials on the Board of Pun­ 
ishments. 
Among the list of disting­ 
uished Chinese we mention the fol­ 
lowing: 
Prince Pu Luu, Jungcliing, 
president of the Board of Education; 
Sun Shou, president of the Board of 
War; General Chians, Lien Fang, and 
Tong Shao-vi, of the Wai Wu Pu 
(Foreign Office); Wu Ting Fang and 
Hu Yu Fen, Board of Punishments, 
and Sun Chia Nai, the first president 
of the Board of Education. 


For the first time in Chinese his­ 
tory 
imperial 
recognition was 
un- 
st’intingly given to missionary enter­ 
prise—and fully half the number of 
the high officials present drove to 
the hospital in their own foreign car* 
riages. 
This latter fact is not with­ 
out significance when we reflect that 
only two or three years ago one of 
these same officials was reprimanded 
by the Empress Dowager for using 
a means of conveyance that was un­ 
known to his ancestors. 


During these days if you pick up 
a daily paper you will notice head­ 
lines, “Improvement of Prisons,” "A 
New Normal School”—for Chile, un­ 
der Viceroy Yuan Shi Kai; “Wireless 
Telegraphy”—for Pekin and Poating- 
fu; “Naval Colleges”—to be estab­ 
lished at Cliefu and Shanghai, with 
preliminary foreign instructors; “Po­ 
lice for Urga”—organizing on a mod­ 
ern basis. 


Chao Ehr Sun, governor-general at 
Mukden, has asked the throne for a 
large corps of foreign educated Chi­ 
nese to assist him in the reconstruc­ 
tion of the Government in Manchuria, 
and Yuan Shih Kai, China’s foremost 
statesman, viceroy^of Chili province, 
now has an army of 60,000 soldiers 
as a guarantee of peace and protec­ 
tion in his province, and the throne 
has ordered the other viceroys to 
follow his example as fast as possi­ 
ble. 


If there is one person in China to­ 
day who can be trusted with the 
lives of foreigners, that person is 
Yuan -Shih Kai, who in 1900 main­ 
tained peace and absolute safety in 
Kwangtung province while the Boxers 
raged on all sides, and who used his 
foreign drilled soldiers in behalf of 
the foreigners. 
Because the Govern­ 
ment is in sympathy with such pro­ 
gressive men as the viceroy of Chili, 
the powers are gradually becoming 
convinced of China’s being able in 
the near future to maintain her in­ 
tegrity. 
It is this confidence in the 
Government and Yuan Shih Kai that 
caused the diplomatic corps in Pekin 
to recommend the withdrawal of the 
foreign troops stationed in various 
parts of Chili province. 


In the above we have scarcely 
touched upon the actual advancement 
that has been made, but enough has 
•been mentioned to convince those 
who are interested that there is much 
to be said that would lead the care­ 
ful and candid observer to suspect 
that the commandant in Pekin who 
on a certain night had four sentries 
patrolling around his quarters, while 
one sentry’s post* extended into the 
legation 
compound, must 
certainly 
have had visions that were not in­ 
duced by a calm study of the situa­ 
tion; and yet there is something tak­ 
ing place in China which those of a 
nervous disposition regard with no 
small degree of apprehension. 


CUCUMBERS FOR PICKLES. 


Cucumbers for small 
pickles 
are 
usually in demand in summer. 
In 
some factories they should run about 
500 hundred to the bushel. The main 
point is to watch the vines and pick 
often, as all overgrown cucumbers are 
thrown out by those who use them, 
and this may cause a heavy loss to 
the grower. 
Au acre of pickles may 
give $100 profit, or much less, accord­ 
ing to the management. 


TRY A SEEDLING TREE. 


Almost 
everybody 
has 
planted 
peach stones from 
choice 
market 
fruit and noticed that about four out 
of live of the resulting trees 
bear 
fruit about as good as the original. 
Hence 
a 
seedling tree is worth 
a 
trial. 
But when good budded peach 
trees can be had of regular nursery­ 
men for three cents each, it scarcely 
pays to bother with 
home 
raised 
stock whether budded or not budded.

TRIM TREES YOUNG. 


When an apple orchard is cut up 
with the saw and hatchet, as is done 
every fall by those who have 
too 
many limbs on the trees, it indicates 
that no attention was given to trim­ 
ming the trees 
when 
they 
were 
young. 
The proper time to shape a 
tree is during the first year 
of 
its 
growth. 
It is not profitable to com­ 
pel trees to grow large branches, only 
to remove them later. 
The pruning 
knife can be of more service at the 
start. 


PLANT STRAWBERRIES EARLY. 


“Set strawberry plants as early as 
you can,” is the advice of a fancy 
berry grower. 
If the ground can bo 
prepared the fall before it will be the 
better. Late plants have not the time 
to raise a crop of runners and bring 
them to maturity as they should. It 
may be necessary to set late, in which 
case the runners should be allowed 
to set so thickly. 
Where one crop 
only is taken from a bed more than 
half its value depends upon the treat­ 
ment it receivees before the end of 
the summer. 


YOUR FLOWER GARDEN. 


Keep the weeds down. 
Remember 
that every weed you allow to grow 
and form seed will furnish pi'ogeny 
enough to fill the entire garden next 
season, and hold steadily to the de­ 
termination that not a weed shall es­ 
cape your vigilance—and your hoe. 
If plants are thick in the beds thin 
them out at once. Every plant that 
is not needed there robs the neces­ 
sary plants of nutriment that should 
be concentrated on them. 
Do not 
throw away the plants that you pull 
up. Some friend or neighbor may be 
glad to get them. 
If no one wants 
£hem put them out in a corner by 
themselves and let them furnish a 
supply of flowers for cutting.—Out­ 
ing.

HOT WATER FOR BORERS. 


Water at a temperature of from 130 
to 140 degrees will kill most insects 
and will not injure vegetable life. 
Acting on the idea it has been sug­ 
gested that hot water be thrown upon 
the tree, of somewhat higher tempera- 
ture than is needed, so as to allow 
for It to cool. 
The difficulty with 
this plan is that the orifice where the 
borer enters is so near the 
ground 
that the soil has to be dug away to 
get under it. 
A flexible wire can be 
inserted much more easily than to 
force hot water upwards into the ori­ 
fice the borer has made. * The wire 
will also more certainly do its work 
and by having a barb at the end the 
borer may be withdrawn. 
But there 
are many places where the hot water 
insecticide may be applied more eas­ 
ily and safely than any other.—G, H. 
Saramis in the Epitomist. 


DUCK-ON-A-ROCK AND EMPEROR. 


Duck-on-a-rock is an old game, but 
for generation after generation 
it 
holds its place in the hearts of the 
boys who know how to play it. He re 
it is now for all of you, and girls 
may become really quite expert nt 
‘throwing straight,” if they will try 
to play the game, too. 


A large stone with a smooth top is 
chosen for the rock, and each player 
is provided with a stone of the right 
size to be easily held in that hand. 
These are the ducks. 


Draw a line twenty-five to thirty 
feet distant from the rock, according 
to the size of the field played in, and 
back of this line is “ home.” 
The 
next step in the game is to “ pink for 
duck,” which consists in each play­ 
er’s throwing his stone from “ home ” 
to the rock. 
The one whose stone 
lies farthest from the rock, when all 
have thrown, is “ It,” and must place 
his stone on the rock for the others 
to throw at, 
their object being to 
knock it off. He must stand near the 
rock. 


If any player knocks the stone from 
the rock, there must instantly be a 
general stampede for “ home.” 
The 
player who is “ It ” must quickly re­ 
place the stone on the rock, and when 
he has done so must try' to touch 
any player who has not yet reached 
“ home.” The one so touched becomes 
“ It ” and must place his “ duck ” on 
the rock to be thrown at, standing 
near by himself. 


Sometimes, if a player touched by 
“ It ” is a fleet runner, he may be 
able to place his duck on the rock 
and run back and touch the former 
“ It ” before he has had a chance to 
get his stone and run “home;” 
in 
that case, the fleet runner wins his 
release, and the former “ I t ” must 
again place his duck on the rock. 


If no stone dislodges the duck In 
one round of play, their owners for­ 
feit them to “It,” and terms must be 
made with him to recover them. 
He 
may comrnand one to “ ju m p ” home, 
which he must do with the stone be­ 
tween his feet, and hop home thus 
burdened. Another he may command 
to “ kick,” which is done by working 
the stone onto the foot and kicking 
it homeward. 
Or he may command 
one to “ heel,” which meaub to kick 
the stone home backwards, with the 
heel. 


While these forfeits are being paid 
no one else may go “ home,” and the 
first one who fails in fulfilling the 
penalty and getting his duck home, 
becomes “ It.” 


Emperor is a game that is played 
in much the same way as Duck-on-a- 
Rock, only the emperor is a wooden 
figure placed on a post about eighteen 
inches in height. A player called the 
Prime Minister stands near it, and 
the others, each with a ball like a 
croquet ball, try in turn to knock off 
the Emperor. 


The rules in Duck-on-a-Rock hold 
good in this game, all players run­ 
ning home when the Emperor is dis­ 
placed, and the Prime Minister be­ 
ing compelled to replace him before 
he runs to touch another and make 
him Prime Minister. 
A time limit 
might be fixed for this game, and the 
one' who has displaced the Emperor 
the greatest number of times, or the 
one who has been Prime Minister the 
least times, may be the visitor, ac­ 
cording to 
agreement.—New York 
Press.

EARLY PREPARATION FOR 
THE 
WINDOW GARDEN. 


It will not do to wait until fall to 
begin preparations for the 
window 
garden unless bulbs alone are used. 
Slips will not be a success. One must 
begin earjy and make 
preparations, 
procuring mailing sized plants and 
grow through the summer, says a 
writer in the Economist. 


In most window gardens the helio­ 
trope is a complete failure, so is also 
the hibiscus and the geranium. There 
are some plants that will grow with 
very little artificial heat and others 
require very little sunlight, so if you 
can give green house plants, green 
house privileges, it is best to leave 
them alone and procure plants that 
will grow and bloom in the ordinary 
window garden. 
If geraniums 
and 
chrysanthemums are to fore a part 
of the window garden procure eariy 
in June and grow through the sum­ 
mer. The chrysanthemums can be se­ 
lected so as to give a succession of 
flowers from October until Christmas.

The art of making diamonds has been 
given a step forward through a study

’ of Canon Diablo. In a section of this 
famous meteorite Professor Moissan 
has found, numerous diamonds—both 
black and transparent—together with 
graphite, and phosphorus and sulphur 
combined with iron, and has made ex* 
perimenls to determine the effect of 
silicon, sulphur and phosphorus. 


The production of liquid air is thus 
outlined: 
Air is compressed to 1200 
to 1500 pounds per square inch; passed 
into receptacles where it is freed from 
moisture and other impurities; then 
into expansion chambers and through 
long coils of pipes. 
It becomes in­ 
tensely cold, reaching finally 312 de­ 
grees below zero, at which point it be­ 
comes liquid. The liquid is drawn off 
into insulated vessels, and keeps for 
days, gradually lessening until it is 
all evaporated.

Artificial Daylight. 


A new llluminant, which the Inven­ 
tor calls “artificial daylight" until he 
can decide upon a better name, is be­ 
ing shown at the electrical show In 
Madison, Square garden, 
New York. 
The public is perfectly familiar with 
the greenish-tblue rays o<f the Peter 
Cooper Hewitt light. 
“Artificial day­ 
light” is manufactured on the same 
general principal, but judging from the 
tests at the garden it is a great im­ 
provement over the Hewitt lignt. Sus­ 
pended from the ceiling of the lobby 
of the garden and standing out a little 
way from the side walls is an endless 
tube of glass, filled with luminous 
smoke, which takes on different colors 
at will. 
Ordinarily the light it gives 
out is clear, wrarm and white, quite 
lacking in glare or disagreeable inten­ 
sity. 
Every nook aim crevice of the 
garden’s entrance is illuminated, and 
there is not the slightest discomfort 
to the eyes of those subjected to the 
rays. 
Briefly, the principle involved 
in this light is that of filling a vac 
cuum tube with chemical vapors which 
will conduct electricity, taking on in 
the process a marvelous» luminosity. 
The field of usefulness for the new 
light is, as a matter of course, prac­ 
tically unlimited. 
It is adapted for 
stores, shops, trains, street cars an 
even for street lighting. 
It is assert 
ed that the light can be produced at 
one-half the cost of incandescent light 
and that its strength exceeds that of 
the ordinary electric light 25 fold.
